PRESIDENT ALEXANDER MEIKLE.TOHN of Amhcrst \s 
L preaching a bold and new, but none tho loss sound, doctrine 
•when he insists, as he did at Boston, that colleges must serve the , 
public impartially in controverted issues. His opinion is a dis- 
tinct break with the older view which regarded educational in- 
,stitutions first as cloisters of culture and secondarily us places 
where technical skill may be imparted. 
. " 
Thomas Jefferson's wish to be remembered as the author 


of the Declaration of Independence and as the founder of the 
University of Virginia indicates ho\\ clcarlv the Revolutionary 
Democrat foresaw the principle nou advocated by the president 
of Amherst College. For self-government rests upon the as- 
sumption that citizens are capable of understanding tho issues 
with which they deal 
Tho mechanical revolution has, more- 


over, created many problems infinitely more intricate than thoso 
familiar to men at the end of the eighteenth century. Tho need 
for the 
enlightenment of education acordmcly has become 


greater. Nowhere is this necessity more koenly felt than in 
those issues •which, because of their contro\eisial nature, many 
would keep out of the colleges. 


Racial quarrels and industrial problems arc. for example. 


as vexed as any matters with \\hich tho American public must 
deal. These questions can be approached in ignor^'ice and in 
prejudice, or they can be considered in the light of all that 
learning may offer. 
Mr Meikleiohn would tako Ihom into ihe 


college and take the co'lcgr out "o them. It ^ a hazardous pro- 
cedure, since even iivocont by-landers are imurod when bricks 
begin to fly. But danger seldom detois courageous men from 
doing what they deem to be their duty.
